With the March 9th Pasadena Unified School District 
Board election rapidly approaching, last Thursday saw 
the Sierra Madre Homeowners and Residents Associa¬ 
tion host Sierra Madre’s first candidates forum (The 
Sierra Madre Women’s Club hosted a forum on Wednes¬ 
day, March 3rd, too late for inclusion before this issue, 
auwi thtre too late for inclusion prior to the election). 
Present were Tommy McMullins and Steve Lamb, run¬ 
ning for Seat #2, and Jackie Jacobs and John Lanaway, 
running for Seat #4. A conflict in scheduling prevented 
the attendance of George Van Alstine, Seat #2 incum¬ 
bent. 

The event was put on in conjunction with the Pasa¬ 
dena area League of Women Voters. Dorothy Larson, a 
Temple City resident, acted as moderator. “I’m so im¬ 
partial, I don’t know all that’s going on,” Larson half- 
joked as the forum opened. She did a fine Job of hosting 
the event. Prior to fielding questions from the audience, 
the candidates introduced themselves. 

Tommy McMullins lived in Pasadena during an eco¬ 
nomic decline, but wrote about the recovery which he 
foresaw, which came to pass. ‘The economic health has 
been revived,” he noted, “but now you hear how bad the 
schools are.” McMullins’ children are out of school, so 
why run? He knows it’s a cliche, but his motivation is 
simple: “You’re either part of the problem or you’re part

of the solution. I decided to be part of the solution.” 

‘The problem” as McMullins sees it. is several prob¬ 
lems, specifically low test .scpres. inconsistent discipline, 
high rates of teacher turnover, and more, but McMul¬ 
lins sees a bright side. “Pasadena schools can bloom 
again!” he promises. The keys are simple, in McMul¬ 
lins’ estimation: 

1) Establish programs and policies. He cites as an 
example of mismanagement that the Disctrict failed to 
provide books at the start of the term last year at some 
sites. 2) Finanical management. As a banker, McMul¬ 
lins feels qualified to lead in this area. 3) Understand why 
the District is in business. “You have to identify your 
customer. In the Pasadena Unified School District, our 
customer is the student, and we have to push our resourc¬ 
es to that level. We don’t want to lose the customer. Our 
Job is to provide the best education possible for our kids,” 
McMullins notes. “When we do that, we won’t have to 
hold our heads down (when talking about the District).” 

When asked why he chose to run for the School 
Board, Steve Lamb’s answer is simple, also. “As a Coun- 
cilmember (Altadena Town Council) my Job is to take 
Altadenans’ concerns to other agencies. There has been 
an increasing number of students, parents, and teachers 
bringing me problems w ith the Pasadena Unified School 
District. Students being wronged, teachers being mis¬ 
treated. I would sit with administrators and get stone¬ 
walled. Their attitude is, if you're going to be a prob¬ 
lem, go away.” 

Problems Lamb sees within the District include lack 
of books and other supplies, and problems with build¬ 
ing maintenance. His solutions include grabbing hold of 
the District’s finances, and rediverting funding to the 
District’s students, classroom discipline (“Three or four 
disruptive students in every class rob all of the students 
of their education”), and embrace the parents who want

to be involved. He sees a 
need to educate students in 
all areas: math, languages 
(English, Spanish, and a 
third language), history, 
science, geography, and 
art. “This District does not 
even adopt California stan¬ 
dards, as low as they are 
compared with the rest of 
the world.” Lamb adds. 

A statement written by 
George Van Alstine was 
read by Dorothy Larson. 
Van Alstine wrote that he 
believes he has earned re- 
election by a variety of ac¬ 
complishments, including 
working hard to reform ed¬ 
ucational programs, prov¬ 
ing his capability to make 
further changes, working 
for literacy, standards, and 
professional development, 
working for school securi¬ 
ty, class size reduction, 
and the passage of Mea¬ 
sure Y, the $240 million 
bond issue. 

Van Alstine also cited 
incrased college readiness, 
evidenced by a higher per¬ 
centage of PUSD students 
than average completed 
UC classes, and a dropout 
rate that has been cut from 
8.6% to 2.9% over the past 
five years, below the Cali¬ 
fornia and national averag¬ 
es. School modernization 
via Measure Y is ahead of 
schedule, and he is work¬ 
ing to widen school 
choice. 

John Lanaway is one of 
two candidates for Seat #4. 
He calls Sierra Madre one 
of the nicest places to live, 
and adds, “It’s shameful 
A that Siura Madre is in one 
of the worst school dis¬ 
tricts in the country.” Lan¬ 
away believes that the dis¬ 
trict is run by a small group 
of people who don’t want 
any outside input, al¬ 
though they do give “lip 
service” to parental in¬ 
volvement. 

Lanaway summarized 
that lip service: “There 
was the summit program, 
where they gathered the 
parents and asked what 
they wanted for their

schools, then ignored that 
input. Then there was the 
challenge program, based 
on tough standards. They 
voted to become a chal¬ 
lenge district, then shelved 
the standards. Two years 
ago, they adopted NCEE 
standardds,” Lanaway 
said. “They spent $80,000 
on some workshops, and 
$40,000 on copies of the 
NCEE standards. The ex¬ 
principal at Pasadena High 
School is a Vice President 
at NCEE.” 

“It’s interesting hearing 
one Board member, 
George Van Alstine, talk 
about all they’ve done. I 
think that’s just what it is, 
all talk. They did spend 
$60,0(X) on food and par¬ 
ties for administrators last 
year,” Lanaway added. He 
called the District’s secu¬ 
rity staff “totally irrespon¬ 
sible at the schools I’ve 
been to.” Lanaway also 
stated that school choice 
was implemented as a di¬ 
rect result of his reading 
the California State law to 
the Board. “It’s not be¬ 
cause they made this be¬ 
nevolent decision to im¬ 
plement choice.” He called 
the current curriculum “a 
joke,” and cited test scores 
in the 30%-37% range in 
six different subjects. 
“There are some excellent 
reading programs out there 
that we need to use,” he 
noted. 

Lanaway called the cur¬ 
rent Superintendent “not 
particularly honest,” and 
noted that getting a new 
Superintendent is one of 
his platform issues. He 
expressed great disdain for 
the District’s financial pol¬ 
icies. “The sort of thing 
where we spend $80,000 
on workshops because our 
friend works for the com¬ 
pany, that kind of thing 
goes on all the time in Pas¬ 
adena.” He also made an 
allegation concerning the 
criminal destruction of 
public documents that he 
wanted to examine. “This 
District needs a new atti-

“In spite of not 
seeing everything I wanted 
to get gone actually be ac¬ 
complished, a lot of things 
did get done or are in the 
making,” she said. She 
noted that District students 
can take PCC classes as 
early as 10th grade, and 
many enter the college as 
sophomores. 

“In the past four years, 
we’ve gotten standards for 
grades K-8. They didn’t 
have any standards when I 
came to the Board. Now, 
we need standards for 9- 
12,” she added. Jacobs 
also pointed out that she 
worked hard in support of 
Measure Y. “We walked 
and went door to door and 
talked to people,” she said. 
“And that bond will be 
used the right way. We 
have an independent over¬ 
sight committee.” 

Jacobs also pointed to a 
character development 
program which she started, 
teaching such principles as 
respect, responsibility, and 
caring. “We’re not only 
attacking crime with an 
external approach, we’re 
teaching character,” she 
said. 

That two schools did 
not start last year with 
books was not ^e fault of 
the current Board, she said. 
“We had $6 million in our 
budget for books. Two 
schools didn’t order books 
in a timely manner, and 
that is unacceptable.” For 
future goals, Jacobs said, 
“I would like to strengthen 
what we have done, and 
tighten up the curriculum. 
We also need full parental 
involvement.” 

A variety of questions 
came from the floor. In the

“Photovoltaics” (PV for short) is the up-to-date term 
for the equipment used to make electricity from sunlight. 
First used on satellites, PV systems are now being used 
for utilities’ grid-support applications, powering phones 
along freeways, telecommunications repeater stations, 
‘street lights, electricity for remote homes and villages, 
water pumps, hybrid wind/PV electricity generation 
systems, removing organic pollutants from groundwa¬ 
ter at hazardous waste sites, and generating electricity 
in large power plants as well as on urban rooftops. 

PV panels can be installed on top of existing roofs, 
or integrated into building walls and roofing tiles and 
shingles. Adoption of “net metering” rate structures and 
uniform utility interconnection standards have removed 
obstacles to installing PV panels on homes, schools, 
churches, office buildings, over parking lots, etc. New 
materials and configurations are being tried out to in¬ 
crease efficiency and lower costs. Costs have already 
come down a lot due to greater demand, and existing 
building codes have provisions for PV installations. 

PV power generating systems are clean, quiet and 
environmentally beneficial. They use no fuel and cre¬ 
ate no emissions, resulting in less C02, acid rain and 
smog and reduced use of coal, oil and natural gas. Lo¬ 
cal economic development and employment opportuni¬ 
ties can grow, and U.S. dependence on foreign oil, our 
trade deficit and the national debt could decrease. 

Financing PV development in the next few years has 
to be a public/private partnership, and there is increased 
government support for PV energy research and devel¬ 
opment; state and federal subsidies are available. We 
can all take an interest in this alternative energy source 
— thinking globally and acting locally. Next week: 
more about PV applications and how we in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre can use some of our abundant sunlight to produce 
“green” power.

The subject matter was 
entirely consistent with the 


Coordinating Council’s 
focus on children and 
families. The Federation 
of Community Coordinat¬ 
ing Councils of Los Ange¬ 
les County was founded 
over 60 years ago, and the 
Arcadia chapter has been 
in existence since 1947, It 
is a nonprofit organization, 
focusing on the prevention 
of delinquency through a 
campership program, an 
annual project which last 
year raised $15,000 and 
put it to use sending 48 lo¬ 
cal children to resident 


camp, 70 to day camp, and 
232 on day excursions. 

The group is comprised 
of individuals and organi¬ 
zations whose representa¬ 
tives gather for luncheo 
meetings on the first Mon¬ 
day of every month, from 
October to June, most re¬ 
cently at the Monrovia 
Holiday Irm. The format is 
similar to a Chamber of 
Commerce setting, but 
without the commercial 
aspect. Those involved 
with resources for the 
community, such as li¬ 


brary, recreation depart¬ 
ment, or service organiza¬ 
tion can introduce them¬ 
selves and discuss their 
involvement, while at the 
same time, the member¬ 
ship works together on the 
joint goal of assisting the 
campership program. 

“The purposes of the 
ACCC are to increase 
communication within the 
community, to focus on 
volunteer cooperation 
among agencies, organiza¬ 
tions, and individuals, and 
to share information, 


through our programs, and 
assume the community re¬ 
sponsibility to our youth’s 
needs,” says President 
Roberta White. Currently, 
the ACCC has 55 mem¬ 
bers. All are welcome to 
attend as members or 
guests. The cause is good, 
the food is great, and the 
programs are entertaining.

Interview with Lucile Flanders

One in a series of inter¬ 
views conducted to explore 
how and why St. Rita pa¬ 
rishioners connect to the 
Catholic Church. 

Not only does Lucile 
Flanders share her connec¬ 
tion with the Catholic 
Church in this interview, 
but, how many other as¬ 
pects in her life mix with 
her faith. As you will see, 
her diverse interests have 
ridden happily side by side 
for most of Lucile’s life. 

Lucile began our inter¬ 
viewing by saying she 
never had a crisis in faith. 
Born in 1917, she was 
raised Catholic, the second 
of seven children. She was 
also raised on motorcy¬ 
cles, experiencing her first 
ride at two weeks of age, in 
the sidecar of her dad’s 
motorcycle. Though her 
parents weren’t that reli¬ 
gious, her grandparents 
were, and had a great spir¬ 
itual influence on Lucile. 
“They made sure that I 
studied my Catechism”, 
Lucile recidled with a grin. 
She also has a inonsignor 
in herf&milfWTKSft^RrB* 
quite proud of. Monsignor 
James Dessert. At 93 years 
old, he is the oldest priest 
in the Los Angeles Dio¬ 
cese. He continues to of¬ 
fer her great inspiration as 
well as fun with his spiri¬ 
tuality, and great sense of 
humor. Outside of her 
family, the Sisters of Holy 
Names influenced Lucile 
spiritually, as a child. They 
taught at St. Elizabeths, in 
Altadena, where she at¬ 
tended grade school. Luci¬ 
le has special memories of 
how her b**" grade teacher. 
Sister Benedict Joseph, 
touched her life. We 
called her, “Benny Joe”, 
Lucile recalled fondly. 
They kept in touch, until 
Sister Benny Joe died ten 
years ago. Lucile felt a 
strong spiritual influence 
not only from the nuns at 
school, but from the reli¬ 
gious era in which she was 
educated. The 1930s em¬ 
phasized not only being 
strong in your faith, but 
also exploring vocations in 
faith. Though Lucile’s in¬ 
terest in motorcycles and a 
young man named Earl, 
were loves that became her 
eventual calling, several 
students in her class went 
on to become priests and 
nuns. Lucile went on to 
attend St. Andrew’s High 
School, and Pasadena City 
College. 

At the age of 18, Lucile 
married Earl Flanders. 
Earl was not Catholic 
when they married. How¬ 
ever, when the time came 
for them to start a family, 
he did not object to Lucile 
wanting to raise their three 
sons as such. In 1945, Earl 
and Lucile decided to 
bring their common love 


for motorcycles together in 
forming a motorcycle parts 
manufacturing company. 
And though Earl was not 
Catholic at the time, he 
also became heavily in¬ 
volved with Lucile in vol¬ 
unteer work for St. An¬ 
drew’s parish, and the var¬ 
ious Catholic schools that 
their sons attended. After 
their sons were grown, 
Earl did decide to become 
Catholic in large part due 
to encouragement from 
Monsignor James Houri- 
han, who was their pastor 
at St. Andrew’s. Lucile 
recalled with a laugh, 
“Monsignor worked on 
Earl for many years - he 
came down to bless their 
motorcycle parts factory, 
sent seminarians who 
needed work to seek em¬ 
ployment there.” 

Lucile’s faith was deep¬ 
ly intertwined In her fami¬ 
ly motorcycle business, 
which her sons now run. 
She recalled how she 
would display her faith 
proudly at her home, while 
entertaining business 
guests with her husband, 
Earl. On prominent dis¬ 
play, in thek dining room, 
~^s a“wlumsicSl ^nBng,' 
which depicted a priest 
painting a cardinal who 
had fallen asleep in a chair 
while posing for the paint¬ 
ing. “I wanted them to 
know we were Catholic,” 
she explained, referring to 
her business associates. 
Lucile also shared an inter¬ 
esting bit of religious triv¬ 
ia with me about two big 
names in motorcycles. 
“The Harleys and the 
Davidsons were Catholic, 
you know.” 

While Lucile’s sons 
were attending St. Francis 
High School, Lucile be¬ 
came very active in the 
school as president of the 
Mothers Club. Due to her 
involvement there, she met 
someone who became an¬ 
other great influence in her 
spiritual life - the president 
of the school. Father Lau¬ 
rence Caruso. In describ¬ 
ing Father Caruso she said, 
“Everybody loved him. 
He had a very warm per¬ 
sonality and was very fun¬ 
ny. I also felt he was a 
very spiritual person.” She 
went on, “I loved his hom- 
ilies. They were very 
meaningful - short but 
sweet.” She formed a spe¬ 
cial friendship with Father 
Caruso that she enjoyed 
until he passed away last 
year. 

Not only was Father 
Caruso a great source of 
spirituality for Lucile, but 
also the trips he conducted 
around the world, includ¬ 
ing the Holy Land. Out of 
the seven trips Lucile has 
taken to Rome, three were 
with him. She reminisced 
about one of her favorite 
spiritual experiences with 
Father Caruso in Rome. 
“Father had arranged to 


have Mass at the Tomb of 
St. Peter. It was very mov¬ 
ing moment.” 

Traveling to great ca¬ 
thedrals, basilicas and 
shrines, throughout the 
world, has helped Lucile 
connect to her faith in 
many ways. From St. Pe¬ 
tersburg, Russia, to Lour¬ 
des, France, to Our Lady 
of Knock, in Ireland, Luci¬ 
le has found a wonderful 
universality in each cathe¬ 
dral or shrine she has vis¬ 
ited, regardless of their 
ethnic or religious origin. 
Being inside each shrine 
has given her a wonderful 
sense of spirituality and 
peace. Some have touched 
her more than others. She 
experienced sadness due 
to the political tensions 
that surrounded a cathedral 
in Medjugorje, Yugosla¬ 


via. In Lourdes, she was in 
awe of the faith of people 
seeking healing. One of 
her favorites was the basil- 
ica of the Immaculate 
Conception in Washington 
D.C. She loved all the 
shrines surrounding the 
basilica designated for 
specific ethnic groups, 
providing a special spot for 
each culture to pray. Pres¬ 
ently, she is especially ex¬ 
cited about the new cathe¬ 
dral, Our Lady of the An¬ 
gels, being built in Los 
Angeles. She acknowl¬ 
edged the controversy that 
surrounds the cathedral 
about its justifiability, 
spending so much money 
for it when there are so 
many poor. However, she 
felt the cathedral was vital 
to our faith.
